Job for One Overseas Veteran

This firm, having been saving 
nickels and dimes, has handed $2,500 
over to the Royal Trust Company for 
payment as a minimum salary for a 
year to one overseas veteran who will 
be selected by and work for us. It is 
not our intention to select this vet- 
eran until at least approximately haif 
he overseas forces have been demobil- 
ized and back in Canada. 

If the firm ceases to exist by reason 
of death, dissolution or poverty, or if 
we have made no selection by January 
1, 1950, the money, plus accrued inter- 
est, will be divided into nine equal 
parts and used to provide a scholar- 
ship for a returned man in each pro- 
vince. The provincial ministers of 
education at that date will be asked 
to nominate the scholars from their 
provinces. 

We are hoping to find a_ veteran 
who will by his services contribute to 
the welfare of this firm. By setting 
aside the sum now in such a way that 
no matter how poor we may feel after 
the war we cannot get it back ex- 
cept by way of services to be rendered 
we hope to help assure those who are 
fighting our battles that, whether the 
post- war employmen index is high or 

‘low, jobs for veterans are not non-ex 
istent. 

Idea for this fund arises out of dis- 
cussions frequently heard to pos- 
ibiltiies of post-war employment. The 
position is especially worrisome tor 
those veterans who got into unifocem 
vight after school and who now, atte!

men, aud husbands and fathers. 

We dont think the outlook is as 
gloomy as some appear to believe. 
The reason for the pessimism is that 
most of us, when we think of employ- 
er, think of the very large employers. 

Certainly it will be miraculous if the 
railways, the steel plants, and many 
other enterprises now fully or main 
ly engaged in war work are able to 


employ as many people’ after the war 


as now. Moreover, many of these 
claims from former employers who 
enlisted, 


But the very large concerns are few 
in number. There are, for instance, 


only 304 manufacturers who employ 
500 people or more. 

The main sources of gainful occupa- 
tion in this country are the small em- 
ployers and the self-employed. The 
total number of employers is an elus- 
ive figure, but a conservative estimate 
is that here are 450,000, ranging from 
employers of one person to, say, 100 
persons. If this group could average 
two veteran employees per firm, the 
problem of what to do about the vet- 
erans would be in a fair way to sol- 
ution. 

These small employers, the great 
majority of whom are not now engag- 
ed in war work, are seriously short- 
of help and employing fewer people 
than in 1939. There is hardly an ot- 
fic that isn’t short staffed. Farmers 
are getting old, over-worked and tired. 
The printer of THE PRINTED WORD 
is desperately trying to find compos- 
itors, linotype operators and  press- 
men. A church we know has_ been 
trying since August to get eaves- 
troughing repaired. The material is 
available but not the men, 


All this 18 smal) stuff compared to 
the great companies. But the aggre- 
gate of demand for help is potentially 
very great. 

The problem of the veteran who has 
had no previous civilian experience is 
that he in many instances will nor 
be able to afford to start work at the 
starting wage that would have snitic 
ed four or {in our 
case, we have, at least to some extent, 
looked after this situation by setting 
aside a grown Man’s wage for a year 
out of previous profits. If we suc- 
ceed in picking a veteran with apt- 
itude for our kind of work, we stand 
to get it back in services. If we pick 
a dud, our personal sacrifice will be 
unimportant beside the fact that, up 
to date, over 25,000 young Canadians 
have died to make sure of our contin- 
ued right to help elect parliamentar 
ians and to criticize them after they 
are elected. 

The economic problem of the over- 
seas veteran would be no problem at 
all if each small employer made a 
place for one or two. And, in the case 
of all the serious veterans, this mak 
ing of places would be profituble to 
all concerned. But if we look on the 
veteran’s problem as a job for Goy- 
ernment or the very small number ol 
very large employers, the overseas 
veterans really have cause for worry. 
There is already too much of a ten- 
dency for people to seek refuge on the 
payroll of a big corporation. These 
big corporations are necessary in some 
industries, perhaps many. Put the 
nation will do best, and individuals 
will be more self-reliant, if the public 
remembers that the little businesses, 
the small employers, in the aggregate 
are extremely important in 
our economy.

This week the centre of political 
activity has shifted from Belgium to 
the Mediterranean, and it is in Italy 
and Greece that the common people 
are protesting. In Greece the govern- 
ment police have apparently fired on 
demonstrators, including youths and 
children, and a number have been kill 
ed. A grave feature of this disturb- 
ance is that the British military au- 
thorities have undertaken to protect 
the present Greek government. This 
government, headed by Premier Pap 
andreou, originally contained six 
representatives of the E, A. M.-or Na 
tional Liberation Front, but the direc- 
tio. in which the government

The BE. A. M. has 
publicly protested that the British 
commander-in-chief; Gen, Scobie, is 
aiding the Facists, that he is inter- 
fering in Greek affairs and that he is 
helping Britain’s enemies. The 
uation is grave. 

In Italy the action of the British 
government in stating thai Gount 
Carlo Sforza, noted anti-Facist, should 
not be made premier or foreign min 
ister of the new Italian government 
now being formed by former Premie: 
Bonomi, has aroused bitter feelings in 
Italy and in Britain. Anthony Eden 
British Foreign Secretary, publicl 
announced this attitude and was sev 
erely criticized by the Manchester 
Guardian and a number of other im- 
portant British mewspapers. Count 
Sforza is a determined foe of Fascism 
and fought Mussolini for many years 
from the United States after he was 
compelled to leave Italy. He, like 
many other Italians, has no use for the 
House of Savoy. whether represente’! 
by Victor Emmanuel or Umberto, He

is a stout fighter and his views are 
well known. 
What is causing great uneasiness 


throughout the world is the growing 
convicition that the Allies are deliber- 
ately using their strength to maintain 
in power in liberated coutries politic- 
al groups which have not the confid- 
ence or the support of the ordinary 
people of those countries, the people 
who did the starving and the fighting. 
There must be a radical change in pol- 
itical complexion in most of the coun- 
tries of Europe. The feeble morarch- 
ies of Italy, Greece, Rumania and Jugo 
Slavia are doomed. Franco will be 
kicked out of Spain. Arch Duke Otto 
of Austria has spent several years in 
eareful cultivation of the United 
States and Britain in the hope of re- 
establishing himself as the head of 
some Danubian federation. That, too 
is out. The common people of the 
world, whether within or without 
troubled Europe, will hope most earn-

Farm Boys at High School 


Most farm boys know, roughly, 
what is involved in the practive of 
medicine, dentistry, engineering or 
law; but they often have very little 
knowledge of the fascinating studies 
connected with scientific agriculture. 
The various tasks of professional 
agriculture require just as much 
ability and training as do those of 
other professions. They are varied, 
and require the services of agricul- 
‘ural engineers, economists, chemists, 
plant pathologists, entomologists, 
ete., as well as an army of men with 
broad training for agricultural 
representative, teaching and ex- 
tension work, 

At present, a large proportion o! 
the students in our agricultural 
colleges are city boys with little or 
no farm experience. It is true that 
most of our colleges require a 
certain minimum of farm experience, 
but a city student can usually meet 
such requirements without learning 
a great deal about farming. This 
state of affairs is viewed with alarm 
by most professional agriculturists, 
ineluding college professors. An 
intimate knowledge of general farm 
practices and problems is an ad- 
vantage in all branches of the 
profession and an absolute necessity 
in many. 

There will probably be a serious 
shortage of well trained agricul- 
turists for some time to come. Farm 
boys doing well at high school, and 
keen on entering professional service 
of one kind or another, should 
examine the possibilities in agri- 
culture,

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POOL 
21 YEARS OLD 


The Alberta Wheat Pool started 
business in the Lougheed Building, 
Calgary, on the 29th. of October, 1923. 
It was thus twenty-one years old on 
October 29th. last. The report of bus 
iness done and financial results ach- 
ieved during the 1943-44 crop year 
was the best in the history of the or- 
ganization. 

The germ of the idea of ftorminga 
wheat pool in Alberta developed from 
the operations of government grain 
marketing in World War land the 
years immediately subsequent thereto. 
Prior to that co-operative efforts in 
grain marketing by farmers in west- 
ern Canada had extended since the be 
ginning of the century but were large- 
ly confined to the conducting of a 
commission business and the opera- 
tion of co-operative elevators. Such 
efforts corrected many abuses in the 
physical handling and selling of grain 
but afforded little, if any, bargaining 
power to the farmers in the matter ot 


price. 
The Canadian Wheat Board was 
disorganized in August, 1920, and 


the price of wheat entered into a pro- 
longed decline. The farmers jiooked 
back with lcnging on the wheat 
board’s operations and tried vainly to 
get another government board formed, 
Failing in this, they undertook the or- 
ganization of voluntary wheat pools. 
The United Farmers of Alberta was 
then at the peak of its power and 
vigor and was led by the late Henry 
Wise Wood, one of Canada’s outstand- 
ing farm leaders. In July, 1923, the 


U. F, A. appointed a commitee con- 
sisting of Stephen Lunn, W. J. Jack- 
man and A. R. Brown, to proceed with 
the organization of a wheat pool. Two 
Alberta daily newspapers, the Calgary 
Herald and the Edmonton Journal, 
brought to this province Aaron Sapiro 
a California lawyer who had been ex- 
tremely successful in establishing 
pools for the sale of farm products in 
United States. Mr. Sapiro held meet- 
ings throughout the province and 


aroused great interest and enthusiasm 


among the population, both rural and 
urban. A drive was started to sign up 
half the 1922 provincial wheat acre- 
age under pool contract. The main 
effort was conducted by the U. F. A. 
aided by scores of other enthusiasts. 
By September 5th., 1923, the Alberta 
Wheat Pool was only 5 per cent short 
of the objective. It was ready for 
business by October 29th. 

Over the years Alberta Pool Elevat- 
ors have paid patronage dividends 
totalling $2,930,243.62. 

With regard to the indebtedness of 
the Wheat Pool to the Alberta govern- 
ment, payments of principal] and iuter-
